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Let battle commence 

Wind turbine groups prepare to fight over plans 


BOTH sides in the bat¬ 
tle over proposals for 
six wind turbines on the 
edge of Dorchester are 
gearing up for the final 
push. 

The application for 
six 100-metre tall tur¬ 
bines off Slyers Lane is 
likely to be considered 
by West Dorset plan¬ 


ners in early autumn. 

Those against the pro¬ 
posal are highlighting 
new pictures which 
they say show the ex¬ 
tent to which the ma¬ 
chines will be seen 
from Dorchester itself - 
while the pro turbine 
group are claiming that 
community shares in

the development could 
swing the debate in 
their favour. 

This week they an¬ 
nounced a meeting on 
Wednesday, August 
26th at 7pm in the Wes¬ 
sex Royale with con¬ 


sultant Jake Burnyeat 
of Communities for 
Renewables. 

“Since the election 
the government has 
taken a number of steps 
relating to planning 
guidelines and renew¬ 


able energy subsidies 
that make it particu¬ 
larly difficult for on¬ 
shore wind projects. 
Community support 
has been made a key 
consideration in the 
planning decision. It is 
now even more impor¬ 
tant that local people, 
who would like to see 
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this wind farm become 
a reality, voice their 
opinions to councillors 
and in the media,” said 
Jeanie Averill from the 
pro-wind group. 

She says that meet¬ 
ings have been held 
with developers, Broad¬ 
view, to explore the po¬ 
tential for community 
ownership through a 
Community Benefit So¬ 
ciety to share the own¬ 
ership of Slyers Lane

TASMIN Chandler, from Bridport, describes 
herself as a Jill of all trades', having worked in 
music, festivals and events, journalism, parks 
management, fashion and start-up businesses. 

She has also lived in lots of places, including 
London, Melbourne, Sydney, Perth, Los Ange¬ 
les and New York, but is now happily settled 
and working to create an exemplary local food 
system for small producers and the community. 


• TELL us about your love of locally sourced food... 

There are many reasons - personal, cultural, physical, 
economical and, simply, because it tastes best. Having 
spent a lot of time in Australia and coastal California, 
I've always loved having access to and eating fresh, 
healthy food and food politics and nutrition are life¬ 
long interests. Bridport has all the elements required 
for an ideal food system - i.e. top quality, local growers, 
producers and farmers plus community and business 
support for them. It's inspired me since I first moved 
here. We already know how lucky we are and I'd like to 
make our food system even better. 

• WHAT about the report you produced for Com¬ 
munities Living Sustainably (CLS)? 

The report resulted from a series of face-to-face inter¬ 
views with Bridport catering businesses about their 
food sourcing habits; also seasonality, waste manage¬ 
ment and environmental impact.The process provided 
many valuable insights into Bridport's local food sys¬ 
tem - particularly how and where it can be improved. 

• IN the report you talk about working with super¬ 
markets? 

When I see a problem or a lack, I automatically start 
searching for ways to solve the problem or fill the gap. 
It's the way my brain and character work. One of the 
biggest obstacles to achieving a thriving,local food sys¬ 
tem and supporting our growers and farmers is our re¬ 
liance upon supermarkets. They're cheap and 
convenient so people become dependent upon them. 
Public awareness of the negatives of supermarkets is 
increasing and I'd like to work together with - rather 
than against - supermarkets to come up with proactive 
ways they can support the community around them. I 
also want to work to create local alternatives, which 
can compete both cost-wise and convenience-wise. I 
like win/win scenarios. 

• AS Bridport Food Festival co-ordinator what 
does your role entail? 

The role is varied and enjoyable. Along with some ad¬ 
ministrative work, it involves pulling together our best 
local producers (we work on a 15 mile radius, unless 
we find a gap) and showcasing the wonderful range 
and quality of food we produce. We had a brilliant fes¬ 
tival this year and I'm already excited for 2016. This year 
I wanted to focus a little more on health and education, 
so ensured more fresh and vegetarian food was avail¬ 
able and introduced the GYO Patch to show people 
how simple it is to grow their own fruit, salad and veg. 
This emphasis will be expanded upon next year. Also, 
I wanted to involve more of the younger, up-and-com¬ 
ing producers and vendors doing brilliant, innovative 
things with food. 



• WHY do you think that Bridport sources so much 
produce locally? 

Because we have the best quality food produced lo¬ 
cally! Truly, we're spoiled. From fruit and veg to ethi¬ 
cally-reared meats to cheeses to preserves to baked 
goods - it's all here. Businesses also have personal, 
often long-standing relationships with their suppliers 
and the benefits of this are myriad. Provenance and 
quality are assured. There is an impressive level of 
awareness and support for our local producers from 
Bridport's businesses and the community. 

• CLS are producing a food map for Bridport, 
could you tell us a bit about that? 

The Local Food Map provides an effective way to high¬ 
light the businesses in Bridport sourcing locally, re¬ 
sponsibly and sustainably. CLS's primary focus is 
sustainability and food plays an enormous role, we all 
have to eat. If people change their shopping and eat- 
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ing habits, the benefits ripple outward - locally in the 
community and, more broadly, reducing any negative 
impact on the environment as a whole. The map will 
guide people who are conscious of these issues where 
to eat and shop in town, including a local food shop¬ 
ping list, information about community food projects 
and some pointers about how we can improve our 
habits. An updated, more complete version will be pro¬ 
duced in spring 2016. 

• DO you think the people of Bridport and the sur¬ 
rounding areas know just how sustainable the food 
in Bridport is? 

Many do, many don't. I know people here love great 
food and it's much easier to appreciate where your 
food comes from when surrounded by farms and or¬ 
chards. Bridport is quite exceptional in both its bounty 
of fresh produce and its community's awareness. 
Something I'd like to avoid is preaching to the con¬ 
verted. Ideally, more attention would be given to those 
whose access to and awareness of the importance of 
local food and the health benefits of cooking from 
scratch, for example, is limited by lack of education, 
money, cultural habits and other factors. 

• AT your ultimate dinner party, what would you 
serve? 

The food would be Italian in style prepared by an ex¬ 
cellent cook using local ingredients. There would be 
chewy bread, Pugliese olives and Capreolus charcu- 
terie to start, with finest extra virgin olive oil and aged 
balsamic. Salad from Trill Farm (ideally with saffron 
seeds). Meat would be goat or venison, fish would be 
monkfish or seabass. Lovely, fresh local veg and lots of 
tomato and basil. Desserts would be tiramisu, gelato, 
lemon tart and something rich, dark and chocolatey. 
And to complete my ultimate dinner... the perfect cof¬ 
fee. Always.

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Repairs finally underway 
at flood damaged church

WORK to repair Charminster 
church, which was hit by floods more 
than 18-months-ago, is finally about 
to begin. 

A long-running saga about insur¬ 
ance and what type of flooring to 
put in the church has now been 
solved. 

The Diocese of Salisbury has now 
given permission to replace the 
wood block flooring with stone, 
which will also allow underfloor 
heating to be added. 

The estimated cost of the new 
floor, together with the heating, 
could amount to £100,000 with 
£35,000 having already been raised. 
The insurance is likely to meet 
around £50,000 of the bill. 

The works are expected to take up 
to six months to complete. 

Work on the adjoining listed 
bridge, which has resulted in a road 
closure for several months, is now 
nearing completion. 

The bridge has been partially 
blamed for the floodwaters which 
cascaded into the church grounds

and church building in January 
2014. Its arches held back floodwa- 
ter, which combined with rising 
groundwater, caused the floods. 

It was only after West Dorset MP 
Oliver Letwin intervened that the 
authorities agreed the small arches 
of the Grade-II listed, 16th Century 
bridge, could be changed. 

Work started on the new bridge in 
May and is expected to end in Octo¬ 
ber. East Hill has been closed to 
through road traffic since the work 
started although a new pedestrian 
route was made using the church 
grounds. 

The work has included removing 
the old bridge stone-by-stone, with 
the new bridge using the original 
stone but being raised, together with 
the surface of the road, by several 
inches. 

Dorset County Council's chief en¬ 


gineer John Burridge said the new 
bridge “should reduce the frequency 
of flooding from once in every 10 
years to once in every 50 years”. 

The church congregation has 


largely been meeting in the village 
hall since the flooding with members 
organising a series of fund-raising 
events to help pay for improvements 
to the church.

Wind Farm. 

“This society, should 
planning approval be 
granted, would become 
:he vehicle for raising 
capital, managing the 
wind farm and distribut¬ 
ing all profits to the 
community,” said Ms 
Averill. 

“For any hope of suc¬ 
cess we will need every¬ 
one’s enthusiasm but we 
will also need individu¬ 
als with relevant finan¬ 
cial, business, legal and 
:echnical backgrounds to 
provide oversight.” 

Meanwhile the oppos¬ 
ing group, No Slyers 
Lane Turbines, claim 
flat new images of the 
proposed windfarm 
‘demonstrate how six 
giant wind turbines will 
overshadow Dorch¬ 
ester’s historic town cen- 
:re.” 

The images have been 
produced by Broadview 
Energy, the company be- 
oind the planning appli¬ 
cation for six turbines on 
iand just north of the 
:own centre. 

Protestors say the visu¬ 
alisations confirm their 
worst fears. Each turbine 
will be 377ft tall. 

“They will tower over 
surrounding villages as 
well as the county town, 
and the iconic Pound- 
oury development. 

“These are the images 
Broadview didn’t want 


us to see,” said Ian 
Gosling, chairman of 
the group, set up to op¬ 
pose the plans. 

“Broadview have tried 
consistently to play 
down the visual impact 
of the turbines on 
Dorchester town centre. 
But these new images 
show the real picture.” 

The visualisations, 
which were requested 
by West Dorset District 
Council planners, have 
been posted on the 
council’s website as a 
late addition to Broad- 
view’s planning applica¬ 
tion. They include shots 
taken from the Mill 
Stream conservation 
area, the North Walk 
conservation area and 
the former prison site in 
the town centre. 

Mr Gosling said: 
“This belated evidence 
from Broadview con¬ 
firms our own expert 
advice that the Slyers 
Lane proposal, if ap¬ 
proved, would consti¬ 
tute an ugly scar on the 


landscape of West 
Dorset.”

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Joint Local Plan is given the go ahead 


THE new Joint Local Plan for West 
Dorset, Weymouth and Portland has 
been found sound by the independent in¬ 
spector, meaning that it can now go for¬ 
ward to be adopted. 

Planning Inspector, Paul Cry sell, has 
sent his report to the two councils, con¬ 
cluding that the plan is an appropriate 
basis for the planning of the district and 
borough, subject to a number of modifi¬ 
cations. Most of these modifications 
were published for public consultation 
earlier this year. 

The local plan sets out a long term 
planning strategy for the area up until 
2031, and includes detailed policies and 
site proposals for housing, employment, 
leisure and infrastructure. 

It was submitted to the Government for 
examination in June 2013, following 
several stages of public consultation. 
Public hearings took place in November 


and December 2014. 

The inspector has not made any signif¬ 
icant changes to the development pro¬ 
posals in the plan, which include sites at 
Weymouth, Littlemoor, Chickerell, Brid- 
port and Crossways. 

There are recommendations that the 
councils review the plan by 2021, look¬ 
ing again at the development potential of 
Dorchester and Sherborne in particular 
and the inspector has removed the refer¬ 
ence to a Trunk Road Service Area as 
part of the park-and-ride site proposed 
south of Dorchester. 

West Dorset District Council Execu¬ 
tive Portfolio Holder for Planning, 
Councillor Ian Gardner, said: “The in¬ 
spector’s report is a major step forward 
towards adoption of our new local plan. 
Its adoption should provide everyone 
with a better understanding of where the 
new development, providing the homes 


and jobs our area need, is planned.” 

Weymouth & Portland Borough Coun¬ 
cil Environment and Sustainability 
Briefholder, Councillor Ian Roebuck, 
said: “The inspector’s report represents 
the final stage of a long process, involv¬ 
ing councillors, staff, members of the 
public and other organisations. 

“I would like to thank all those in our 
communities who have participated in 
this process by writing in their com¬ 
ments, coming to consultation events 
and appearing at the public examination 
hearings - all of this input has helped to 
shape the final plan.” 

The plan will now go to the borough 
council’s Management Committee and 
district council’s Executive Committee 
in September and October, and Full 
Council meetings on October 15th and 
22nd, with a recommendation for adop¬ 
tion.

DORCHESTER paid its respects to the “forgotten 
army” who continued to fight after peace had been 
declared in Europe. 

The 70th anniversary of Victory in Japan Day was 
marked at a special service outside County Hall on 
Saturday morning. 

The event had been organised, and was led by, the 
Reverend Dr John Travell, Chaplain to the Joint Serv¬ 
ices Movement Control Association. 

He told around a hundred people at the service that 
the Second Battalion of the Dorset Regiment had 
played a key role in the campaign against the Japan¬ 
ese army. 

“The Second Battalion, which had fought so hard 
and decisively at Kohima, and in the continuing bat¬ 
tle, which drove the Japanese out of Burma, was the 
first British Battalion to be given responsibility to 
enter Tokyo, and to take part, with the Americans, in 
the occupation of Japan. 

“We come now, to thank God for the end of that 
War, and to remember and honour those who fought 
and died in gaining that victory, and restoring peace 
to our world.” 

The Revevend Dr John Travell, who led the service, 
was contacted by Dorset County Council chairman 
John Wilson to see if anything was being done in 
Dorchester to mark VJ day. 

In response he offered to conduct the service at the 
newly installed Kohima memorial outside County 
Hall. 

“The people fighting the Japan war were regarded 
as the forgotten army and I don't see why we should 
continue to forget them, especially as the second bat¬ 
talion of the Dorsets were so heavily involved.” 

The service included the Kohima Epitaph: “When 
you go home, tell them of us and say, for your tomor¬ 
row, we gave our today.”

Police warn of 
phone scams 

DORSET Police are warning of a fresh round of 
phone scams, with offenders claiming to be from 
Microsoft. 

They are appealing for other victims to come for¬ 
ward. 

One of the latest incidents happened on 
Wednesday, August 5th, when a Weymouth man 
in his 40s was called by a scammer who claimed 
he was from Microsoft and could assist with a virus 
on the victim's computer. 

The fraudster tried to trick the victim into paying 
an amount of money into a foreign bank account 
for the services and requested his bank account 
details. 

A similar incident occurred on Tuesday, August 
4th in the Bournemouth area. 

The victim, a man in his 80s who had recently 
bought a new laptop, received a call from a man 
also claiming to be from Microsoft. 

In this incident, the offender gained remote ac¬ 
cess to the victim's computer and said he would 
help with the setting up process. He then re¬ 
quested a significant sum of money from the vic¬ 
tim for the services. This was paid in to a foreign 
bank. 

On both occasions the offender is said to have 
spoken with an Indian accent. 

Detective Sergeant Alan Marks, of Dorset Police's 
Force Intelligence Bureau, said: "I would like to 
bring these incidents to the public's awareness. 

"As with all phone scams, offenders can be highly 
convincing and I ask people to remain vigilant and 
ensure friends and family are also aware of such 
offences." 

"I am also appealing to anyone in the county 
who has been targeted by these scams to report 
them to the police." 

Anyone with information about such scams 
should call 101 quoting incident number 5:85. Al¬ 
ternatively, call the free and anonymous 
Crimestoppers line on 0800 555 111.

A SUPPORTER of the 
Dorchester-based char¬ 
ity, Cavernoma Al¬ 
liance UK, has raised 
more than £5,400 by 
cycling coast-to-coast 
across Canada.

final destination in 
Vancouver. 

Jonny said “The peo¬ 


ple I have met along 
the way, some just ran¬ 
domly in the street 
some through friends 
of friends, who have 
shown me great kind¬ 
ness has been ab¬ 
solutely amazing and a 
real testament to that 
old stereotype of Cana¬ 
dians being friendly - 
they absolutely are.” 

Cavernoma Alliance 
UK Founder and Co¬ 
ordinator Ian Stuart 
said: “CAUK are very 
grateful to Jonny for 
taking on this huge 
challenge and raising 
such a large sum of 
money for our charity.

Cavernoma can 
cause dizziness, numb¬ 
ness of the face, arms 
or legs, epileptic 
seizures, double vision, 
slurred speech and 
sometimes permanent 
neurological damage. 
Medicines, radiother¬ 
apy or brain surgery 
may be required. 

Cavernoma Alliance 
UK (CAUK) is a na¬ 
tional charity set up in 
2005 to provide advice, 
support and informa¬ 
tion to people affected 
by cavernomas. CAUK 
is the only organisation 
in Britain which pro¬ 
vides advice and sup¬ 
port to those with 
cavernoma and works 
closely with NHS neu¬ 
rological specialists.

Hospital staff costs triple 

DORSET County Hospital is spending three times 
the amount it expected to on agency staff.

To make matters worse the hospital's attain¬ 
ment rate for students stands at just 34 per cent, 
a figure Director of Nursing Alison Tong has ad¬ 
mitted is "atrocious." 

The hospital is currently running at a deficit of 
around £1.5million.

A thought-provoking new play debuts in Dorchester this 
autumn, supported by Dorchester Arts and Parkinson's UK 


DORCHESTER ARTS is delighted to work with Sue 
Wylie of Wildcard Productions in co-commissioning 
her exciting new play, Kinetics. Based on a true 
story, this much-anticipated new theatre piece ex¬ 
plores an unlikely friendship between a teenage 
boy who is into free running (Parkour) and a mid¬ 
dle-aged woman who has early onset Parkinson's. 

They bond through a common ground - the de¬ 
sire to move. 

Sue Wylie has performed in many national as well 
local theatre productions, including her own pro¬ 
duction of the sell out show Daisy Pulls It Off at 
Dorchester Arts performed in April of this year. 

This inspiring project marks a new phase in her 
theatrical career by not only producing and per¬ 
forming, but script writing as well. Sue explains fur¬ 
ther,'Four years ago shortly after my 50th birthday, 
I was diagnosed with Parkinson's. After the initial 
shock I knew I wanted to write about it. As a profes¬ 
sional actress I know how communication through 
a script is a powerful tool.' 

'I was teaching drama at a college at the time and 
discovered a 16-year-old student in my tutor group 
was free running on the school roof! The exhilara¬ 
tion was his release and I was intrigued by the risks 



he took in his addiction to this extreme sport, 
known as Parkour. How interesting to contrast that 
with a middle-aged woman whose world of move¬ 
ment is slowly becoming eroded. What if their paths 
should accidentally cross and an unlikely friendship 
form? I knew there was a play script in there and 
thus'Kinetics'was born.' 

The first workshop performance of the play was 
held in June and was incredibly well received. The 
unique approach to a potentially dark and difficult 
subject matter has already drawn the attention of 
many people and organisations including the local 
Parkinson's UK support group. 

So much so, Barrie Taylor-Hain, Chairman of the 
Weymouth & Dorchester branch has pledged 
£1,500 in support of the play and its future devel¬ 
opment as a touring production. Barrie adds,'After 
I listened to the read through of the play, I found it 
to be very true of the way that people react when 
they are first diagnosed. It goes into great detail of 
the feelings of a person with Parkinson's, and shows 
awareness of the way in which other people can 
help them to overcome the initial shock and denial 
and help them lead a full and happy life.' 

MarkTattersall, Artistic Director at Dorchester Arts 
is excited to help develop new theatre that chal¬ 
lenges and inspires,'We are committed to support¬ 
ing and promoting local drama in whichever way 
we can. When Sue Wylie asked for help with devel¬ 
oping and producing her new play we didn't hesi¬ 
tate for a moment - it's a superb piece of writing, 
tackling an important and fascinating subject with 
humour, elegance and emotion, and we believe it 
has a big future.' 

Sue is already in talks with other venues across 
Dorset to perform the piece this autumn, and aims 
to bring it to Edinburgh Fringe Festival in 2016. 

In celebration of this exciting new play Dorchester

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Recognise early danger signs in senior 
drivers, GEM urges family members 


ROAD SAFETY and breakdown 
cover specialist GEM Motoring As¬ 
sist is encouraging family mem¬ 
bers to be wise to the early signs 
of unsafe driving in their senior 
relatives. 

There are more than four million 
drivers aged over 70 in the UK. 
Many are still driving in their 90s, 
and nearly 200 centenarians still 
hold licences. 

GEM chief executive David 
Williams MBE comments: "We 
want as many people as possible 
to enjoy the freedom of the open 
road for as long as possible, but 
only while they are safe. 

"Warning signs relating to failing 
health or reduced ability can de¬ 
velop slowly and gradually in 
older drivers. This often means 
they won't be aware of their 
changing actions or the growing 
risks they may pose - to them¬ 
selves and to others - on journeys. 

"The only requirement in law for 
any driver aged over 70 is to de¬ 
clare every three years that they 
are fit to drive. In the absence of 
re-testing and mandatory eye¬ 
sight checks, it's vital that family 
members and friends are willing 
to keep an eye on their senior rel¬ 
atives - and take appropriate ac¬ 
tion if anything causes them 
concern." 

GEM suggests the following 
signs that suggest a high risk of 
danger with a requirement for im¬ 
mediate action: 'Close calls' - or 
'oops factor' moments where a 
crash almost happens, dents and 
scrapes on the car as a result of 


hitting fences, posts or kerbs or 
traffic penalty tickets, such as 
speeding and red traffic light vio¬ 
lations. 

GEM also advises family mem¬ 
bers and friends to look out for the 
following common signs that 
could indicate an increase in the 
risks posed by a senior driver. 
Most are minor on their own, but 
can combine to present a signifi¬ 
cantly increased risk: Difficulty 
seeing traffic 
lights and road 
signs, reduced 
awareness of driv¬ 
ers coming from 
the side or the 
rear, not reacting 
to an approaching 
emergency siren, 
slow reaction 
when required to 
brake or alter di¬ 
rection suddenly, 
confusing the ac¬ 
celerator and 
brake pedals, er¬ 
ratic decision¬ 
making, getting 
flustered or angry 
over minor mat¬ 
ters, difficulty 
looking over 
shoulders to 
check before 
pulling out, miss¬ 
ing familiar exits 
or turnings, drift¬ 
ing in and out of 
lanes on motor¬ 
ways and dual car¬ 
riageways, failing 


to indicate correctly (or at all) & 
failing to cancel an indicator. 

"If you decide that there is good 
reason to be concerned about a 
senior relative, then try to have an 
informal, friendly chat. If your rel¬ 
ative is unwilling to have that con¬ 
versation, you could attempt to 
inform their GP, or all else fails, you 
could report them to the DVLA. 
You can do this anonymously if 
you wish,"says David Williams. 


"Safety has to be everyone's pri¬ 
ority, even if you risk upsetting 
someone close to you. The poten¬ 
tial consequences of not acting 
are ultimately much, much worse."

Bridport Runners have launched a 
new beginners group for anyone 
wanting to start running, but who are 
lacking confidence and training.
